Be it therefore Ena&ted by the Governour, Council, and Repre- 
f:ntatives convened in General Afembly, and by the Authority of 
the ſame, That all and every Perſon and Perſons within this Govern- 
ment, having any Fer. nal Eſtates, either in theic Pcfleſhons, cr in 
the Poſſeſſions ct others, in truſt tor them, over and beſide the Houlſe- 
hold Goods and Implements they uſe, and Tuch Sums of M ney as 
they really owe or ought to pay, shall y'e'd and pay to the uſe atore- 
ſaid, after therate of One Penny per P.und. And to the end that this 
Tax may be laid with as mich Equaliry and Indifferency as may be, 
uponall Lands within this Governmear, and that a due regard may 
be had to the many Tradts of uncultivared and unpr-fitable Lands, 
which produce rather a Charge than Profit to the Owners there #, 
Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Lands, and other 
Real, as alſo the Perſ.nal Eſtates $hall be, and are h:reby charge 1f.r 
_ one Yearonly, and no longer, with One Penay tor cvcr, Pun clear 


Value. 


And be it further Enatted by the Authority af »ref2'd , That all 
Free-men within this Province and Territories, wh have been out 
of their Servitude by the Space of ſix Months, and Shall n:tbe other. 
wiſe Rated by this A&, nor worth one hundred Pound, shail pay un*5 
the Uſe aforeſaid the Sum of Six Shillings per Heid. Pr vide 
always, Thatourchief Proprietary and his late Depuctes 1n G.,vera- 
ment $hall not be aſſeſſed or otherwiſe chargeable by virtue of this 
Act. Provided alſo, That no Perſon or Perſons Shall be taxed by this 
A& who have a great charge of Children, and become indigent in the 
World, and are ſo far in debt that the clear Value of their Real and 
Perſonal Eftate doth not amount to thirty Pounds. 


And be it further Ena&ed by the Authority aforeſaid, That for 
the better aſſeſſing, ordering, levying and colleQing the ſeveral Sums 
of Mcney, ſo to be paid as aforeſaid, and for the more effectual put- 
ting this Actin Execution, It shall and may be lawiul fur all or any 
twoor more of the Members of this Aſſembly, within the Reſpettive 
Counties for which they ferve, to call to their aſliſtance three cf the 
Juſtices, or cther ſubſtantial Free-holders of the reſpeXive Counties, 
and within two Months after the publication hereof, to meet t gether 
at ſuch place or places within each County, as they $hall reſpe tively 
agree upcn, in order to aſſeſs the Rates mentioned in this Aﬀ, and 
alſo to appoint Receivers cr Colle&ors to receive or gather the ſame. 
And after ſuch Meeting had, the ſaid aſſeſſors shall by Warrant from 
ſme Juſtice of the Peace of the proper County, cauſe the Conſtables 
_ within the ſaid County, to bring in Cirtificates in Writing of the 
Names of every perf-n reſiding within the Limits of th: ſe places} 
wath whuch they chall be charged; and of the Subſtances: and Yo 


of every of them, who are t» be rated by this Act; which ſaid Con- 
ſtabl:s ſhall be-paid or allowed by the Cullectors three Peace per 
Pound for their irouble therein. And the ſaid afleſiuirs are hereby 
injoyned, to aſſertain and inform themfclves, by all lawfull meags 
they can; cf the true Valuati:n cf the clear Eſtates, b<yth real and 
perſonal, within thiſe Counties and Limits, with which they {yall 
te charged reſpectively. And be:ng {> thereof aſcertained, they are 
to aſſeſs themſclves, and others fr r aad 1n reſpect ct the ſaid Eſtates, 
according to Rates af.rc-mentioned, having due regard to' the 
abllity of the people, and to the unprofitable Land they h-1d, and 
thereupon to appoint ſuch an41 ſo many ; Cllectors cr Receryers 
therect as they the ſaid aTeſſ.rs ſaall think fit, within their reſpecy - 
tive Limits; for which ſervice the faid afſefl.;rs ſhall receive ur be 


allowed ſix pence per Pcund cut of the faid aſlc{Iment. 


| And be it further Enacted by the Authority afcreſaid, That the 
Rates, Aſſeſments and Taxaticns af. reſa1d, ſhall be made and aſcer- 
tained with what Expedition may be, fo that the nk 1ety cr half 
part thcreof may be levyed, ccllected and paid 1n to the xeceivers 
reſpectively on cr bef.re the tenth day of the ninth Month nexr, 
and the cthcr halt therecf on or before the tenth day of the ſ-c .nd 
Month, in the Year 1694. at fuch places as the faid-afſeſſ..rs ſhall 
appoint.

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any 
cf the ſaid afſeſiirs ſhall neglect cr refuſe to make ſuch aſſeſſments, 
as by this Act is required, crn caſe the Cullectors, {o as af..re{aidq 
chiten, ſhall deny, neglect or refuſe to ccllect any ſum cr ſums«<f 
Money, in fcerm atore-merioned aſfſeit, and be cunvicted thereof, 
ſhall be fined atthe difcretien of the Jullices of the reſpective County 
Ccurts.

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if 
any Perſcn cr Perf. ns whaiſ.ever within this Government, who ſhall 
be aſſeſt cr rated any ſum or fums of Mcney, by virtue ct this Act, 
to be levyed, ſhall deny, refuſe or delay to pay the ſame, that then 
it ſhail and may be lawtul for any fuch Coullectcr, by virtue cf a 
Warrant under the Hand and Seal of any Juſtice cf the Peace for 
the Ccunty where ſuch Offender fhall refide, who by virtue of this 
act are required & authorized to, grant fuch Warrants to levy the ſame 
by diftreſs and fale of ſuch perſon or perſuns Goods and Chattels, 
returning the Over-plus, if any be, to the Owners, after the ſum 
aſſeſſed cr diſtrained for, with all Charges, are deducted. ; 


» * And be it Frxther 'Enated 'by-the' Antherity aforeſaid, That the 
Moneysor Effects gathered and received by the ſaid ColleQors within 
Their reſpe&ive Limits, by virtue of this Att, ſhall from time to time 
be duely paid to ſuch Treaſurer or Treafurers as ſhall be appointed by 
the Governz3r to receive the.ſame, whoſe Receipts ſhall be a ſufficient 
Diſchargeunto ſuch Colle&ors, which ſaid Colle&ors for gathering 
the ſaid particular Sums, hall retain in their hands reſpettively, tor 
every I wenty ng by them paid in, as aforeſaid, the ſun of One 
Shilling 3 Ks a &eward for theirpains and ſervice. | 

Provided always, T hat if any perſon or perſons certified, aſſeſſed or 
rated, foror in reſpe& of any Eſtate, for which by this. A he ar 
they is or may be rated, do find him or themſelves agrieved with ſuch 
ratiug, and do within ten days after complain to any three of the 
Aſſeſſrs, that ſigned or allowed his or their Rate, who T1all withia 
ten dayes after ſuch Complaint particularly examine the perſ.n 
complaining, or any other perſon, touching the value of the Com- 
plainants real and perſunal Eſtate, and there-upon the ſaid aſſeſſors 
Shall abate, defaulk, or increaſe the ſaid aſſeſſments; according as 
Complainants shall appear to be worth, either by the parties own 
atteſt or proof of others. 


And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if 
any perfon be ſued fur any thing done in purſuance of this Act, 
ach perſon ſo ſued may plead the general Ifſue, and give this Act 
uMlarter-in Evidence; and if 
Kone: 
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but within one year after ſuch Offence. 


Provided alfo, and be it further Enacted by the authority afore- 
ſaid, That the ſeveral Collectors ſhall gather and receive the reſpec- 
tiveſums aſſeſſed, as aforeſaid, in currant Money of this Province, 
or for want thereof in good Merchantable Country Produce at the 
currant Market price. |
